3 0 The plant produced gas hearths, gas meters, propelling pencils, greasing 
implements for machines and ¥— 19-type mine detonators® The production of 
V-19-type mine detonators which had started in January 1932 ana amounted^ 
to about 1,200 detonators per month involved more and more departments of 
the plant with a view to reach a monthly output of 5 9 Cu(> detonators and 
to gradually abandon the production of all other articles „ The works 
produced products of good quality and, in 1951 ^ was awarded the first price 
for factories of the third category in a quality competition* Source was 
not in a position to give information on the origin of the raw materials 0
